‘While booze deaths in Chicago are 


percentage of deaths by shooting is 
decreasing steadily, according to offi- 
cial figures released last night by Cor.

county for the first nine months of 
1926, 
The figures showed that moonshine 
and poison whisky now kill nearly as 
many persons each month as revol- 
vers. At the rate the figures are trend- 
ing, as Many will be killed by olcohol- 
ism next year as are fatally shot. 
Increase Over 1925 Period. 


190 persons were listed as victims of 
alcoholism. In the last nine months 
228 persons have died of the same 
cause. In contrast, 284 persons were

only 251 deaths so far this year.

Barons Form 


Trust to End Competition 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 30.—()— The! 


stee] producers of western Europe to- 
day entered an agreement to form a 
great steel combine which will end 
competition within their ranks, 
Beginning tomorrow the signatories 
of the combine—French, German, Bel- 
gian, Luxembourg, and the Saar val- 
ley interests—will produce steel not in 
the measure of their capacity to man- 


ufacture or to market but in a fixed 


proportion agreed on by the steel con- 


‘| sortium formed today. 


What effect this regulation on conti- 
nental production will have upon steel 


prices remains to be seen. Since 
neither England nor the United States 
is.a party to the agreement, the conti- 
nental consortium still will have to 
meet the full force of competition from 
these two great producers. But they 
now are in a position to meet this com- 
petition collectively instead of singly 
and to some extent will be able to 
stabilize prices by their fixed produc- 
tion. 
The Annual Output. 


The annual output of the combine 
will range from a minimum of 26.,- 
000,000 tons to a maximum of 30,090,- 
000. The members are allotted the 
following percentages of the total: 
Germany, 43.18; France, 31.19; Bel- 
gium, 11.63; Luxembourg, 8.23, and the 
‘Saar valley, 5.77. 

Belgium’s maximum, however, is 
limited to 295,000 tons, a figure higher 
than that originally offered it, but ac- 
cepted by the others on the condition 
that, should the total production ex- 
ceed 27,500,000 tons, the Belgian inter- 
ests shall not share in this increase. 

Theoretically the monthly output of 
the others will be: Germany, 795,000 
tons; France, 670,000; Luxembourg, 
310,000, and the Saar 220,000. 

Each country is to deposit $1 in a

The general opinion in Pittsburgh 
steel cifcles was that the . combine 
would have slight effect upon the 
American industry. Most steel exports 
teday go to Latin-America and the far 
east, while a small amount reaches 
Europe, manufacturers said. The

dred per cent brine from the satu- 
rated veins 2,000 feet beneath the city.

PROVISIONING AGAINST 
MINE ACCIDENTS. 


Life boets on vessels are kept constantly pro- 
visioned with food and water against an emer- 
gency. Why is it not possible to take a similar 
precaution against emergencies in mines, stocking 
shafts and drifts at various points with food, 
water, condensed heat, first aid equipment, a few 
blankets, lights, perhaps a small tank of oxygen? 

The forty-three miners, whose escape from the 
Pabst mine at Ironwood, Mich., is cause for a na- 
tional sigh of relief, were extremely fortunate. 
They were fortunate in having been caught in an 
iron mine instead of in a coal mine with its dan- 
gerous gases. They were fortunate in having 
water, heat, and light, and in being led by an 
experienced man, 

The miners at Ironwood suffered principally 
from hunger. They were forced to eat birch bark. 
'This could have been avoided had a cache of food 
been placed on the level where they were trapped. 
The lives of victims in other mine disasters might 
have;been saved with a little of the foresight that 
is second nature to the mariner. 

Mining is one of the most hazardous jobs in the 
world. It is more dangerous than going to sea. 
Why then should mine owners be less careful than 
ship owners in furnishing emergency equipment? 


ROSENWALD VS. EDDY. 

William Rosenwald, the son of the philanthropist, 
was in Russia with Sherwood Eddy and his party. 
Mr. Eddy has returned to this country with a plea 
for the recognition of the soviets, based upon the 
studies he and his friends had made.

CAUSE OF LINCOLN’S EYE 


STRAIN, 

BRAHAM LINCOLN suffered from 
unequal balance between the mus- 
cles which moved his eyeballs, ac- 
cording to Dr. E. E. Maxey of 

Aberdeen; Wash. In all probability 
Lincoln never saw an eye specialist, if 
there was one in his day; or had his eyes 
fitted with glasses by any one other than 
a “ seller of specs.” He never knew that 
his eyes did not exactly track, and he 
suffered in many ways because he did 
not. 

“Mr. F. L, Black says that on at least 
one occasion he saw a double image 
of himself in a mirror, and this he re- 
garded as a premonition of death. John 
Hay quoted the President as having said 
that this premonition worried Mrs. Lin- 
coln very much. She thought the double 
image a sign that he was to be elected 
to a second term of office, and that the 
paleness of one of the faces was an omen 
that he should not live through the sec- 
ond term.” 

Had this happened in 1926 instead of 
1860, Lincoln would have called ig Dr. 
Maxey, or some other eye specialist He 
would have been told that his scles 
were out of balance; that there was no 
omen, good or bad; there was no cause 
for worry; he would have been given 
proper glasses, or had a simple, safe 
operation, and double vision and other 
ills, as well as certain peculiarities of 
this peculiar man would have dis- 
appeared. 

Dr. Maxey called attention to Lincoln's 
habit of lying down frequently, of read- 
ing while lying down, and the fact that 
he always had a lounge in his office. 

“The muscle which pointed his eyeball 
upward was stronger than that which 
In consequence, 
Lincoln could not read in comfort, ex- 
cept lying down. When he indulged in 
reading for many minutes while in the 
sitting position, he was likely to slip 
down the chair and sit on his backbone, 
doubled up. In this way he brought 
his head downward to the book level and 


ing down on them as he spoke fatigued 
and exhausted him. He did not enjoy 
the theater because custom forced him to

he had to look down to see the stage. 
This tired him.”

Many of those slouchy, sloppy postures 
which caused people to think him un- 
couth were efforts to bring his eyes into 
positions of comfort. Perhaps, had he 

‘had the services of an expert eye man, 
the martyred prestctent might have led 
amore comfortable life, and maybe he 
might have escaped being called a mystic.

POWER OUTPUT 
SHOWN LEECH 


BY HARPER LEECH. 

Occasionally the talk about the ef. 
fect of power on civilization and the 
limitJess possibilities of mankind as- 
sumes a utopian tinge. Here arg some 
sober facts—largely from a_ too 
quickly forgotten summary by Dr. 
Frederick G. Tryon of the U. 8. Geolog- 
ical survey: | 

If a man is to tncrease his use of 
power, he must have a bountiful -sup- 
ply of metals for its harnessing, 
transmission and conversion into 
mechanical work. 

Existing commercial deposits of min- 
erals are not sufficient even to maintain 
our present population indefinitely at our 
present scale of comfort. 

Given a boundless supply of power and 
heat, man can win any imaginable quan- 
tity of iron and aluminum from the 
earth—the stuff is there. 

But the supply of energy resources 
is not boundless.

Direct harnessing of sunlight may be 
accomplished—possibly man can beat the

Winds, tides, and flowing streams can 
and will be harnessed, but every unit 
of human labor put into the vast and 
costly works, which will be necessary, 
will yield fewer units of energy than 
can be obtained now. There remains 
the atom—but even if we learn how to 
convert mass into energy aé the stars 
are supposed to do, the critical ques- 
tion is how much energy will we have 
to put into the process to get a given 
amount out?

The moral of all this remote stuff is 
—if you own any interest in mineral de- 
posits or in fuel resources—hang on to 
them unless you get a good price. 
They are not very likely to go out of 
style suddenly. Dr. Tryon even thinks 
that if man mastered the atom and the 
sun population would soon ificrease until 
the new energy would all be needed. 
One of the forgotten limitations on our 
present energy output is the amount of 
fuel needed in the output and transport 
of fuel. Oil refining, for instance, con- 
sumes a tenth of the amount of fuel 
it groduces. Last year oil refineries con- 
sumed 50,000,000 barrels of oil, 6,000,000 
tons of coal, and 120,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas. Use of coal by refineries | 
is reported to be increasing rapidly and 
many are equipped to burn either oil 


For every 12 barrels of oil carried from 
California to Atlantic ports in tank ships 
over a barrel is burned to propel the 
ship. 

Every oil field shows the use of great 
quantities of the oil recovered in driving 
well pumps, drilling and other field op- 
erations. Something like 6,000,000 bar- 
rels are used thus every year—and nearly 
2,000,000 barrels are used in the opera- 
tion of pipe lines.

“This is not a pretty picture of ro- 
mance,” said R. B. Chester, who is in 
charge of the showing for t legion 
post. “It shows war to the finish, 
with bursting shells and slimy mud 
plainly. shown. It makes war any- 
thing but a pink tea. It shows the 
brilliant performances of the allies and 
their enemies. It is authentic,,and it 
should promote peace rather than de- 
stroy it.” | 

The film shows the march of the 
gray clad Germans into Belgium and 
northern France, the swing of the 
hastily gathered French troops into 
the first battle of the Marne, the Brit- 
ish battling in the mud of Flanders, 
the landing of American troops on Eu- 
ropean soil and their fierce drives at 
Chateau-Thierry, St. Mihiel, and in the 
Argonne. It ends with the signing of 
the armistice. 
All the war scenes were taken from 
the official archives of the several gov- 
ernments and are authentic to the last 
detail.

Turks Restock Their’ Harems 
at Dawn of One-Wife Era

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 30. — 
There is woe in old Stamboul. 

Until midnight of next Monday, Oct. 
4, any Turk may divorce his old wives, 
stép out and marry four new ones. 
Only four, but he must. make them 
last for the rest of his life. 

Until that same fatal hour any 
Turk’s wife may be repudiated by her 
lord and master for no cause or rea- 
son, but if she can get by until 1 a. m. 
Tuesday next, she is practically as- 
sured of a life job, if she wants to 
stick it out. 

The days of multiple marriages and 
easy divorces for men Turks are draw- 
ing to an end. The Turk’s chance to 
get himself a last harem is numbered 


in days. The twilight of polygamy is 
here. 
It is law. The Swiss civil code, 


adopted by the Turkish national as- 
sembly goes into effect on Monday 
night, supplanting the old Mohamme- 
dan religious law which has governed 
family life and the personal status 
in the land of the crescent for cen- 
turies. Divorce is to become a matter 
of court adjudication. with equal 
rights for the husband and wife, and 
bigamy becomes criminal, punishable 
by five years of imprisonment. 

Ali Hassam told me all about it be- 
tween sips of black coffee and puffs 
from the bubbling narghile while we 
sat at a sidewalk table in front of a 
coffee house on a steep street of Stam- 
boul fromn which one could watch the 
ferry boats and harbor craft plying 
down the Golden Horn to the Asiatic 
shtre of the opposite side of the Bos- 
phorus. 

Ali is old and fat and knows the 
world, women and life. His wrinkled 
cheeks which have each deflated to 
cups of skin once bulged out like ap- 
ples when Ali, in the days of his youth, 


visiting one of them and can take haif 
of everything he has in the world?” 

“How do the Turks like the new 
law?” I asked. | 

“Just like the bubonic plague,” re- 
plied Ali, “as far as the men are con-! 
cerned.’ It means our days are over. 
My marrying days long ago have 
passed, but now I would not marry, 
Sheba’s aueen under the new laws, 


“It is different with some of my 
old cronies, though, who have lived’ 
long married lives, seplenishing their 
harems from time to time with fresh 
wives and getting rid of the old ones. 
It is hard to break a habit. like that 
suddenly. This last week will see lots 
of family reorganizations. Some of the 
cld boys are sending their old wives 
away and replacing them with young 
girls. The Koranic law permits Turks 
to marry girls as young as 14 years, 
but under the new code the age limit 
is 18 years.” 

“ Does not the Tutk pay his old wife 
alimony when he divorces her?” was 
my next question, 

“Not alimony, but there is a settle-’ 
ment of money’paid. The amount is 
not determined at the time of the di-! 
vorce, as in your country. It is stated! 
in advance, at the time of the mar-' 
riage. Whenever a Turk marries under’ 
the Koranic law he knows right then’ 
whether he can afford to divorce a 
wife. That all will be done away with 
by the new law, now that we are going 
to be civilized like western Europe 
and America. May Allah help the hus-; 
band who finds himself in a divorce’ 
cqurse under the ‘new law. He will! 
never know until the decree is issued 
whether he can afford to divorce or 
be divorced.” 


“ But the Turkish women favor the 


new law, don't they?” I asked. | 

“Certainly,” he answered. “ They 
seem to know all about the new ad- 
vantages. The news is spreading like 
wildfire among them. I am told the 
old boys who now are out trying to* 


marry up a last new harem are begin-

“Effendi, evil days have come to 
this-land,” he said to me.

I have had 
many in my time, but I never wanted 
that many at one time. | 

“T believe it was a good system, al- 
though many people think it has 
something to do with the wars Turkey 
has been in during the last 600 years. 
The Turkish army always has reported 
that the men with four wives were the 
first to enlist for service at the front. 
These seemed more at home in battle 
than their unmarried brothers, 

“Of course, any man with harem 
experience knows more about fighting 
than a bachelor, but I do not believe 
that domestic troubles made the Turks 
warlike, because the husband did not 
really have to go to war to find peace. 
The Koranic law gave him a means of 
ridding himself of undesirable wives 
whenever and as often as he pleased. 
All he was required to do was to drop 
three stones in front of his wife and 
repeat three times, ‘You are no wife 
of mine,’ and that finished it.” 

“ Are stones difficult to get here?” I 
asked Alj.? 

« The country is just covered with 
gravel pits,” he replied, replacing the 
amber mouthpiece of the narghile. 
“ Hamid Ruskin, a friend of mine, was 
just telling me this morning that he 
woke the other night to find his sec-
